Anderson touched upon the import- 


ance of organized labor and the pro- 
lection afforded by the NLHB, and the 
benefits of collective bargaining. 


Ray Allen of Hope gave a short re- 


view of his experience in the moving 
picture machine operator's organiza- 
tion and how it had been beneficial 
both to the operators and the em- 
ployers. This organization lias grown 
from 72,000 to 108,000 members in the 
past 15 yours. Mr. Allen said. 
The 


Saenger and Uialto theaters of Hope 
are employers of union operators, Mr, 
Allen said. 


Brick Union Officer 


Frank Kigcr, 
international 
vice- 


president of the United Brick & Clay 
Workers of America and general or- 
gani/.cr, covered the progress of that 
organization in the North and South. 


Mr. Kiger gave comparisons of wages 


in various Northern clay industries 
with those in Southern plants. Today 
organized labor has 10,000,000 members 
in the United States, the speaker de- 
clared. Mr. Kiger told of brick and 
eluy "iiioiisu'icJf^itfUitf *>urte"<jf T 
which he said wore now paying as low 
as 8 cents per hour and selling their 
products tit the same price us organ- 
ized plants in the North which he said 
were paying 81 to 9fi cents per hour. 
Gigcr paid a tribute to President 
Roosevelt for selling up the imichincry ] 
to enable the working masses of poo-l 
pie to secure a higher standard of liv- 
ing through organization. 


The principal address was made by 


H. M. Thackery, staff member of the 
A. F. of L. and secretary-treasurer 
of the Arkansas Federation of Labor. 
He covered the history and back- 
ground of organized labor. 


He said the .signers of the Declara- 


tion of Independence were given the 
use of the Carpenters and Joiners hull 
in Philadelphia, and there, in a labor 
union hall, the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence was .signed. The first free 
school for the children of the working 
class of people was held in a labor 
hall, Mr. Thackery said. He declared: 


Outlaw Child Labor 


"In the cotton milling industries, 


when the child labor law Was passed 
prohibiting the use of. children under 
',) in industry, years ago the employers 
called in exports to determine what 
they should do to remain in opera- 
tion if this child labor was taken from 
them. 


"The experts advised getting adults 


with the mind of '.1-year-old children- 
hut today those industries are in' op- 
eration under organized labor and arc 
paying livable, wages." 


'Wherever there has been a labor 


contract in effect for a period of one 
year they have never failed to secure 
a second contract," the speaker said. 


He urged the employes to keep u 


record of their hours worked in any 
one week and to assist Administrator 
Andrews as much as possible in seeing 
that all plants engaged in interstate 
commerce comply. 


Mr. Thackery denounced the op- 


eration of the C. I. O. as communistic. 


He- slated Ihe principles of collec- 


tive bargaining in securing the con- 
ditions desired by the A. F. of L. with- 
out resorting to drastic action. 


Mr. T'huckcry, in concluding his ad- 


dress, complimented W. H. Hulchens 
and Willard Anderson, local labor of- 
ficials, for blocking an attempt of C. 
I. O. representatives to get a foothold 
in tliis community.

when two-thirds of the farmers vot- 
ing in the referendum declare in favor 
ofthem," the county agent explained. 


At the present time the normal sup- 


ply, taking domestic needs and normal 
exports into consideration, is 18,200.000 
bales, while the actual supply is 25.- 
000,000 bales, including the carry-over 
of 13,700,000 bales and the 1938 crop. 


It is estimated that without market- 


ing quotas in 1939, the south would 
plant from 35 tu 3H million acres, with 
a probable production of 15 million 
bales. This would be about 3 million 
bales larger than the 1938 crop, the 
county agent said. The resulting low- 
er price would probably increase con- 
sumption by a million bales, but the 
carry-over from Ihc 1939 crop would 
be increased by at least 2 million bales, 
it is said. 


It is believed that this large a sup- 


ply would probably reduce prices for 


Ihe 1939 crop by one or Iwo cenls. Ac- 
cording to the provisions of the pro- 
gram, no cotton loan can be offered if 
marketing quotas arc not accepted by 
farmers, and the absence of the sup- 
port of a Joan would probably force 
the price down another one or two 
cents. 


If marketing quotas are accepted by 


the farmers, the acreage planted in 
1939 will be held to 27 million, with a 
probable 
production of 12 million 


boles. This would reduce the curry- 
over by about a million bales, cotton 
loans will be available as further sup- 
port to the price, and there would be 
some hope of higher prices. 


It can be expected that a crop of 


15,000,000 bales would mean a price 
of at least 3 cents less a pound than 
would a 12,000,000 bale crop, so that 
the gross income lo be expected from 
the larger crop would be approxi- 
mately $450,000,000 as compared to 
$540,000,000 for the smaller crop.

Tlie men in khaki who grounded 


their rifles at 11 o'clock in the morn- 
ing of a November day in 1918 knew 
pretty well what they had been fight- 
ing for. 


They were not schooled and glib of 


tongue. But they knew. A force of 
violence and oppression was loose in 
the world. It must be stopped by 
force. That was what they were do- 
ing, over there in the mud. 


Woodrow Wilson had said, -as he 


asked Congress to declare that war: 


"But the right is more precious than 


peace, and we shall fight for the 
things which we have always carried 
nearest our heartsr-^o,T.«deJmcac:racy . .." 


Now 20 years have passed, and how 


fares democracy? 


Four days before the Armjstice was 


signed, the brief Russian experiment 
in democracy was going up the spout. 
The Provisional Government, in over- 
turning the Czar, had set up an effort 
at democracy. It would have made 
the Allied and Associated 
Powers 


really a democratic front. 
But it 


wobbled irresolutely for a few months 
and dropped like a rotten plum into 
the outstretched hands of the Bolshe- 
viks,. 


Totalitarianism to the Fore 


Fighting armed invaders, wrestling 


international strife and want, the Bol- 
shevik government won out in tn the 
face of adverse predictions. 
For 20 


years it has developed along its own 
lines. 
Today opinion differs as to 


what it has become, but on one thing 
all agree: it is not Democracy as 
Americans use the term. 


Instead, it developed along a line 


which few before the World war had 
foreseen, a new idea of government. 
Germany and Italy were to strike out 
similarly into the new idea of "totali- 
tarianism." 


In 1921 Italy seemed to bo respond- 


ing to the call of Russian Bolshe- 
vism for a socialist revolution. 
The 


country was rotten with corruption and 
inefficiency, badly bled by the war. 
Something had to happen. 
Russian 


emissaries tried to lead the Italian 
revolution down Bolshevik paths. 


But Benito Mussolini, long an agita- 


tor for international socialism and 
editor fo the radical "Avanti," sud- 
denly turned. Old radical associates 
say he took money from rich men 
and French agents. Mussolini always 
said he was saving Italy from the 
hands of Alien Bolsheviks. At any 
rale, he changed. 


Organizing his Fascist party, he sent 


it on an armed march to Rome, seized 
control of the government, and began 
a rule by his Fascist party. He left 
the monarchy theoretically intact, but 
practically a figurehead. 


A similar thing was happening in 


Germany, though it took longer. There 
a republic also rose from the wreck- 
age of the Hohenzollern monarchy. 
There, as in Russia, the new republic 
had to fight off uprisings. It sup- 
pressed the Communist "Spartacist" 
rebellion with stern force. 
It put 


down monarchist putsches. It strug- 
gled on for 15 years amid the deepen- 
ing ,gloom of chronic depression, mon- 
ey inflation, and internal division. 


Hitler's Hour 


Then Adolf Hitler, Austrian war vet- 


eran, who had been slowly building 
his National Socialist party, sudden- 
ly got his chance. With the country 
divided into a dozen discordant parties, 
his united group while not a major- 
ity, 
was still the largest and best- 


knit faction. And power passed to 
him and his Nazis almost without a 
struggle. 


That was the end of German democ- 


racy, and the beginning of "totalitar- 
ianism" there. 


Portugal and Japan have taken the 


same road. Democratic republics had 
no better luck. Poland has practically 
abandoned popular government in the 
American sense. The Austrian re- 
public, split by internal dissension, fell 
ito dictatorial ways ad slid with a 
sigh ito the hands of Hitler. Czecho-

its anti-trust cases against the Ford 
and Chrysler motor companies Mon- 
day, but said it would prosecute Gen- 
eral Motors "vigorously," 


A consent decree, by which Ford and 


Chrysler agreed to abandon certain 
"coercive" automobile financing prac- 
tice.--, was submitted for approval by 
federal court at South Bend, Ind. 


Motors did not propose an 


"acceptable" program for a consent 
divree, officials said. 


The government, charging that all 


three firms forced dealers to finance 
car.-; through finance companies af- 
filiated with the automobile manu- 
facturer.-', had obtained indictments 
against the firms at South Bend. 


Officials .said that Ford and Chrysler 


will refrain from threatening cancel- 
lation of dealers' franchises in order 
to yivc competitive advantages lo fav- 
ored finance companies. Two volun- 
tary restrictions proposed by the de- 
fendcnts were hailed by the Justice 
DepaiUnent as a protection to "im- 
provident persons of low income." 


One deals with methods of collect- 


ing money for cars sold. This provi- 
sion outlaws wage assignments on low-

Buerger's-'Disease Attacks Blood Vessels of 


Middle-Aged Men 


More and more attention is being 


paid-to a disease which occurs mostly 
in men of middle age or past, com- 
monly, called Buergers disease, but also 
known as thrdn'boangiitis oblierans. 
That long technical names means that 
it is a condition which exists in the 
blood vessels,-by causing them to be- 
come inflamed so that clots form and 
passage of the blood is slowed. 


Usually the disease starts with pain 


in one leg, but'later appears in the 
other. The legs get cold, then there 
are spasms of the, blood vessels' in the 
legs. Later there is swelling and even 
. ulceration or gangrene. The extent 
of the symptoms'depends naturally on 
the extent to which the conditioain the 
blood vessels has progressed. 


While the .disease involves the legs 


far more .often-than-any. other part of 
the body, it may occasionally involve 
the arms and sometimes both the arms 
and the legs... Occasionally the condi- 
tion affects the blood vessels of the 
heart, in which, case the sytaptoms are 
more serious in their effect; 


It is customary in this disease to 


put the.patient promptly to bed, to 
apply heat, which is an aid in im- 
proving the circulation, and to prac- 
tice various alternate hot and cold 
water treatments, and changes in po- 
sition of the limbs so as to help cir- 
'culation. 
. . 


A' new device has been developed 


which produces alternate pressure and 
suction to encourage the flow of blood 
through the limbs. In some cases in- 
fection of salt solutions or similar sub- 
stances is-made-into'the'blood .vessels 
so ,as -to improve their condition and 
to ease passing pf the blood. 


In the belief that the condition might 


be like an .infection, an attempt was 
made to bring about strm.'ulation by 
the injection of a foreign protein sub- 
stance. About this, however, physi- 
cians are.doubtful, and certainly it is 
impossible for anyone to treat himself 
in this-manner. 


Not .long,ago. it was stated that a 


cure had .been found in one of the 
western states, and that bathing in a 
lake there" had been almost specific in 
curing people who suffer from Buer- 
ger's disease.. The widespread public- 


ity' given this method of treatment, 
which had never been tested scientifi- 
cally, encouraged hundreds of people 
to travel to the lake with the hope of 
being easily and promptly cured. A 
scientific study of the exact value of 
this method of treatment showed ab- 
solutely that it does not have any cur- 
ative effect and cannot be depended on 
to relieve cases of Buerger's disease. 


In the worst cases, the blood vessels 


become entirely blocked, cutting off 
the blood supply to the affected limb 
and finally resulting in amputation of 
the limb. For this reason, appearance 
of this condition should cause consul- 
tation of a doctor at once. He will do 
his utmost to prevent progression of 
the disease to this stage.

In 1848 Walt Whitman left New York 


for New Orleans to take a job on a 
newspaper. 
He was totally distin- 


guished and none of his newspaper 
writings gave theslightest hint that he 
was to become a titan of litature. But 
when he rturned to New York some- 
thing happened to him; "Leaves of 
Grass" had begun to take shape and 
witthin a few years he was to step 
forth as America's greatest poet. 


No biographer has ever got very far 


in showing just what sort of catalytic 
agent it was that was mixed with Whit- 
man's genius during those years, so 
it is pnly fair for a novilist to take 
a whirl at it. John Erskine does so in 
"The Start of the Road," (Stokes: 
$2.5 and produces a stimulating book. 


Mr. Erskine suggests tht Whitman 


had one of the simplest and common- 
est of human experiences: viz, tthaat he 
fell in love.

exclusively. Thus a 1938 dictatorship 
may actually be "popular" 
in the 


sense that it is the people's will. But 
that will has been manipulated so tha 
it has had no free choice. 


With this goes the "totalitarian" idea 


(hat one party, one group, is the in- 
strument that governs for the grea 
mass of people. The people's duty i: 
to vote "yes" at intervals, and do a.< 
they are told. The state, the govern- 
ment, is like an idol to which all bow 
down. The idea is that if the state aj 
a whole, and people as a mass, arc al 
right, then 
individuals will be al 


right.

tired of worrying and thinking abou 
how to ru nthcir affairs, have let their 
liberties slide into the hands of those 
who said "Let us do it. We will sec 
that you are taken care of. Stop wor 
rying.

The difference between this idct

363 in loans and $2,022,703 in grants. 
During the .same period total allot- 
ments to Tennessee'in loans and grants 
amounted to $9,418,741; Mississippi $11,- 
805,231; Missouri $15,733,907; Oklahoma 
$0,11111,891 and Texas $20,879,532.
